I have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  Annual  Report 


General 
Health . 


for  the  year  1909. 

The  General  Health  of  the  District  during  the  year 
has  been  very  satisfactory  especially  when  taking  into 
consideration  the  abnormal  rain- fall  end  the  consequently 
small  amount  of  sunshine.  The  rainfall  for  the  year  in 
the  District  was  34*31, the  average  for  the  last  33  years 

was  32*46. .and  in  1908  it  was  25*42. 

The  District  has  been  singularly  free  from  Infectious 
disease,  being  less  than  in  any  previous  year  on  record, 
the  actual  number  of  cases  was  24.  Bearing  in  mind  the 
continual  Intercourse  the  majority  of  our  inhabitants 
nave  with  the  City  of  Bristol  it  proves  what  a favorable  r 
nosition  like  ours  will  do  to  diminish  the  spread  of 
Infectious  disease.  The  only  Infectious  disease,  namely , 
Measles  (which  I regret  is  not  notifiable),  of  which  there 
were  many  cases  in  May  and  which  occurred  in  an  epidemic 
form  in  July  just  before  the  closing  of  the  Schools  in 
Hanhaiu  for  the  holidays,  again  appeared  in  greater  numbers 
after  the  holidays  in  the  Hanham  National  Schools  so  that 
I considered  to  close  the  Schools  in  October  for  3 weeks.

Sewage  and 
Drainage . 


The  Sewage  Scheme  for  the  Warmley  Section  of  the 
District,  which  I stated  in  my  previous  report  as  having 
been  commenced  in  the  Summer  of  1908  and  a considerable 


portion  had  been  done  before  the  end  of  that  year,  was 
completed  in  August  last.  Although  the  Council  have  felt 
the  need  of  a scheme  being  completed  for  some  years  there 
have  been  many  difficulties  to  be  overcome.  However,  now 
everything  has  been  brought  to  a successful  issue  and  is 
working  in  a very  satisfactory  manner.  The  opening  of 
the  further  portion  completes  some  7 to  8 miles  of  well 
laid  sewers.  This  should  be  a great  assistance  to  pre- 
vention of  disease. 

The  scheme  cost  over  £14,000. 

The  Outfall  works  are  situated  about  a quarter  of 
a mile  outside  the  Council’s  district  in  the  Warmley 
Rural  Area  close  to  the  Warmley  Tower  pond . The  main 
Outfall  Sewer  is  15  inches  in  diameter  and  the  sewage  on 
arrival  is  discharged  into  2 screening  chambers  and  after 
arresting  all  articles  of  a foreign  nature  it  passed  into 
2 chambers  fitted  with  pumps  from  which  the  sludge  was 
discharged  into  a pit  by  the  hydrostatic  pressure  pro- 
duced by  the  sewage  itself.  It  was  passed  from  the  pit 
by  pumping  and  could  be  used  on  the  land  belonging  to  the 
Council  adjoining  the  works.  Beyond  the  chambers  mention- 
ed 2 open  septic  tanks  were  provided  and  these  were  fitted 
so  as  to  induce  to  the  fullest  extent  the  subsidence  of 
all  solids  held  in  suspension  by  the  Sewage.  When  that 
part  of  the  purification  of  the  Sewage  is  done  the  process 
known  as  bacteriological  treatment  commences . For  that 
purpose  the  effluent  from  the  tanks  is  conducted  to 
channels  from  which  it  is  syphoned  by  means  of  distributors 
constructed  by  Messrs.  Ham  Baker  & Co.  of  Westminster 
which  perform  th9  important  function  of  spreading  the 
effluent  equally  over  the  entire  area  of  the  filters.

Tnore  are  two  sewage  filters  each  210  feet  long  and  30 
feet  wide  and  7 feet  deep  and  each  of  them  is  equal  to 
dealing  with  150,000  gallons  of  sewage  per  day  and  they 
are  propelled  by  the  sewage  effluent. 

167  houses  were  connected  with  the  Sewers. 

10  notices  were  served  to  empty  "Privy  Vaults". 

Ho  change  has  been  made  In  the  arrangements  for  the 
removal  of  house  refuse. 

The  Water  supplied  to  the  District  by  the  West 
Gloucestershire  Water  Go.  continues  good , sufficient,  and 
constant  at  all  times.  There  have  been  no  complaints  of 
any  d iscolorat ion .

One  Simple  of  water  has  been  taken  for  examination 
during  the  year. 

44  New  houses  have  been  built  under  the  careful 
supervision  of  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

2 houses  were  cleansed  on  Notice  being  given  and  2 
houses  placed  in  habitable  repair. 

There  were  2 cases  of  o vercrowding  which  were  abated. 

All  of  these  have  been  visited  during  the  year  and

the  Slaughterhouses  have  also  bean  visited  at  the  time 
of  slaughtering.  This  is  mo3t  essential  as  on  frequent 
occasions  a carcass  has  been  found  which  appeared,  to  be 
perfectly  sound  outside  but  had  tubercule  fluke  or  abscess 
in  some  of  the  internal  organs.  The  fluke  generally 
attacks  the  liver  of  sheep  but  tubercule  is  more  univer- 
sally <3 lsperced  throughout  the  body  and  in  the  glands.  The

Inspector  always  notifies  me  when  he  has  detected 
anything  which  he  considers  abnormal  in  the  carcass. 

On  several  occasions  I went  with  the  Inspector 
and  examined  various  carcases  after  they  were 
slaughtered  and  whenever  I found  any  symptoms  of 
disease  I ordered,  where  necessary,  the  carcass 
to  be  destroyed.  I may  state  in  all  cases  the 
owners  complied  with  my  request. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the 
district  during  the  year  was  150,  or  a corrected 
number  including  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  outside 
the  district  was  156;  this  estimating  our  population 
at  13,561  gives  a death  rate  of  11*0  per  1000,  or  a 
corrected  death  rate  of  11*5  per  1000  or  an  average  of 
12  * 4 per  1000  during  the  past  10  years.  This  again  is 
a slight  increase  on  last  year  which  was  10*1  or  a 
corrected  death  rate  of  11*4.  The  deaths  in  Public 
Institutions  outside  the  district  were  only  about  one 
third  of  the  number  in  the  previous  year.  The  death 
rate  in  England  and  Wales  for  1909  was  14*5  per  1000. 

I should  like  to  mention  here  the  urgent  necessity 
of  procuring  a Mortuary  as  soon  as  possible  for  this 
growing  district,  the  need  becomes  more  apparent  each 
time  we  have  a post-mortem  to  make  in  the  district. 

This  is  the  united  wish  of  all  Medical  men  practising 
in  the  district. 

There  were  36  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
compared  with  34  in  the  previous  year.  The  rate  is 
111*8  per  1000  births  registered  which  though  slightly 
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above  last  year  is  again  considerably  below  the  average

for  the  last  10  years.  11  of  the  56  died  from  prema- 
ture birth, 0 of  them  in  the  first  week. 

7 Illegitimate  children  were  born  and  5 succumbed 
under  1 year. 

In  my  lost  Report  I went  very  fully  into  the 
causes  of  Infantile  Mortality  and  the  steps  that  1 
consider  could  be  taken  t-o  considerably  lessen  this 
evil.  We  have  not  yet  adopted  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act  which  I suggested  in  my  last  Annual  Report. 

I trust  the  Council  will  comply  with  my  wishes  this 
year.  I feel  sure  this  will  be  a great  help  and  will 
decrease  infantile  mortality  in  this  district. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  was  322  which  gives  a birth  rate  of  23*7  and  an 
average  for  the  past  10  years  of  28*3.  The  rate  is 
exactly  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  birth 
rate  for  the  year  in  England  and  Wales  is  25*6  per  1000. 
As  I mentioned  in  my  last  report  the  rate  is  very  low 
especially  in  the  last  3 years. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES  requiring  notification. 


There  were  24  of  these  cases  reported  during  the 
year.  7 in  the  first  half  and  17  in  the  second . 

The  cases  reported  comprised  Erysipelas  9,  Scarlet 
Fever  4,  Diphtheria  6,  Enteric  Fever  4,  Puerperal 
Septicaemia  1. 

There  were  18  cases  less  reported  than  in  the 
previous  year  and  there  were  only  two  deaths  , namely 
1 Diphtheria  and  1 Puerperal  Septicaemia.  The  average 
number  of  cases  reported  during  the  previous  10  years 
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was  93 .

Both  the  number  of  cases  and  the  deaths  were 
the  smallest  ever  recorded  for  the  district. 

All  these  cases  were  nursed  at  home  with  the 
exception  of  3 cases  of  Fnteric  Fever  v/hich  were 
removed  to  Bristol  Hospitals. 

There  were  the  same  number  of  cases  reported  as 
last  year,  namely  4,  none  of  which  ended  fatally.  Two 
occurred  in  May  and  2 in  December.  All  were  under 
15  years  of  age.  The  cases  are  again  remarkably  few 
in  number  and  were  very  mild  in  character. 

In  February  and  March  there  were  cases  of  this 
disease  in  the  City  of  Bristol  and  in  the  surrounding 

districts.  Though  we  had  many  contact  cases  to  keep 

/ 

under  supervision  I am  glad  to  say  no  case  occurred 
in  the  district. 

During  this  time  the  Hospital  in  Fisher  Lane  was 
kept  in  readiness  for  reception  of  patients  should  it 
be  required.  There  is  accommodation  for  6 cases  In 
the  Hospital. 

There  was  again  no  case  reported. 

There  were  only  6 cases  reported  as  against  24- 
last  year,  4 were  under  15  years  of  age.  One  case 
ended  fatally,  a child  of  5 years  of  age.  This  case 
was  of  a very  virulent  form  and  was  no  doubt 
imported  from  outside  the  district  and  although 
anti-toxin  was  used  it  was  of  no  avail. 

4 ca363  were  reported  compared  with  3 last  year. 
Two  were  in  one  house.  None  of  the  cases  ended 


fatally . 
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All  these  cases  occurred  in  Hanham  in  close 


proximity  to  each  other.  One  was  nursed  at  home  and 

3 were  removed  to  the  Bristol  Hospitals.  I spared  no 

pains  to  try  and.  discover  the  cause  of  these  cases  and 

am  convinced  it  arose  from  defective  drainage  which 

has  since  been  rectified. 

Erysipelas . 

There  were  9 cases,  being  1 more  than  last  year. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

The  majority  of  these  cases  occurred  during  the 

latter  half  of  the  year  which  I attribute  to  the 

amount  of  moisture  in  the  atmosphere  which  always  has 

a tendency  to  increase  the  disease.

Measles . 

During  May  sporadic  cases  of  measles  occurred 

and  in  July  there  were  many  cases  among  the  children 

attending  the  Hanham  Wesleyan  Schools  , of  these 

several  lived  outside  my  district. 

In  September  I visited  the  Hanham  National 

Schools  and  found  the  attendance  so  bad  and  daily  get- 
ting worse  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Measles  amongst 

the  children  that  I advised  the  closure  of  the  Schools 

for  3 weeks.  The  time  of  the  year  favored  a mild  type 

of  this  disease  which  was  not  as  usually  complicated 
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with  chest  symptoms.

12  deaths  were  reported  this  year  compared  with 
9 last  year.  This  increase  may  be  partially  due  to 
snortness  of  work  and  consequent  insufficient  means 
to  procure  necessary  food  in  many  cases.  This  is  all 
that  is  required  to  set  up  active  disease  in  consti- 
tutions where  there  is  already  a hereditary  tendency 
to  this  disease. 

I again  repeat  that  I think  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  have  the  voluntary  notification  of  this 
disease  adopted  in  this  district, as  I feel  sure  it 
will  greatly  help  to  decrease  the  number  of  cases. 

Since  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regula- 
tions 1908  came  into  force  , hand-bills  have  been  dis- 
tributed. and  large  bills  printed  for  putting  up  in 
Factories  , Workshops , and  prominent  places  illus- 
trating how  the  gems  of  consumption  are  spread 
and  the  safeguards  that  can  be  adopted  in  households 


and  elsewhere  against-  the  disease.  Spitting  cups, 
spittoons  and  other  utensils  have  been  provided  where 
required  to  cases  where  they  cannot  afford  to  buy 
them  and  rooms  and  clothing  d isinfected .

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Gentlemen , 


I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  1909,  and  in  so  doing  I shall  not  attempt  to 
detail  any  of  the  work  of  my  department  for  that  period,  as 
Dr.  Parrott, the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  has  so  ably  and 
fully  reported  upon  almost  every  branch  of  the  work,  to  which 
I am  proud  of  having  the  honour  of  being  connected. 

It  is  most  satisfactory  to  note  a great  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  Infectious  cases  notified  during  the  past  year 
and  it  seems  the  more  gratifying  when  one  remembers  that 
during  March  and  ^pril  of  1909  Small-Pox  occurred  in  3 of  the 
adjoining  districts  and  although  we  had  many  contact  cases 
within  this  area  under  supervision,  yet  not  one  developed. 

The  district  as  a whole  has  established  a record  for  its 
minimum  amount  of  sickness  brought  about  by  infectious  disease 
and  I think  compare  very  favourably  with  any  other  district  in 
or  around  Bristol. 

A great  improvement  may  be  made  in  some  of  the  outworkers 
premises  and  workshops  and  much  of  the  existing  inconvenience 
be  remedied  by  the  Manufacturers  insisting  upon  all  work  being 
made  up  within  the  factories  , where  better  sanitary  arrangements ^ 
ventilation  and  more  direct  supervision  might  be  obtained,  if 
only  the  Manufacturers  would,  provide  the  necessary  workshop 
accommodation . 

Special  supervision  has  been  kept  upon  all  Slaughter 
houses  during  the  past  year,  with  the  result  that  any  defective 
drainage  or  Buildings  coming  under  my  notice  has  been  remedied , 
and  unsound  carcases  (or  parts)  of  meat  at  once  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I would  gladly  welcome  the  establishing  of  a public 
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abbatoir  within  this  district  and  hop©  before  long  to  realise 
the  existence  of  a Food  Bill  or  amended  Public  Health  Act 
whereby  it  becomes  compulsory  for  all  butchers  to  kill 
within  a public  slaughterhouse , thereby  doing  away  with  the 
slaughtering  of  animals  upon  private  property  and  the  many 
drawbacks  and  evils  connected  therewith. 

Many  persons  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
of  connecting  the  drainage  of  their  property  with  the  new 
Sewerage  System  which  I am  pleased  to  report  is  working  very 
satisfactorily  and  producing  a splendid  effluent. 

The  Dairies  and  Milkshops  within  this  district  are  in  a 
fairly  satisfactory  state  although  much  supervision  is  neces- 
sary to  keep  some  of  the  more  negligent  owners  up  to  a sanitary 
status  , with  a view  t.*  obtain  for  the  people  a thoroughly  clean 
and  wholesome  supply  of  good  milk 4 this  is  almost  the  largest 
and  most  easily  contaminated  food  for  the  children;  it  is 
easily  conceivable  how  soon  a polluted  milk  supply  might  render 
a whole  district  ablaze  with  infection,  but  I am  glad  to 
report  that  any  suggested  inprovements  made  by  me  to  the  res- 
pective Cow-keepers  , have  in  most  cases  been  readily  complied 
with. 

Spittoons  and  Cups  have  been  loaned  to  the  persons  apply- 
ing for  them,  for  the  use  c,f  poor  persons  suffering  frem 
Consumption  and  the  homes  of  Consumptives  have  been  visited 
periodically  during  illness  and  disinfected  when  death  has 
occurred,  and  I would  be  glad  to  know  that  Phthisis  had  become 
a compulsory  notifiable  disease , so  that  supervision  may  be 
kept  over  those  persons  so  suffering  at  an  early  stage. 

I can  only  say  in  closing  that  I trust  the  good  health 
of  the  district  may  be  maintained  throughout  the  coming  year, 
and  the  improvements,  where  necessary,  may  be  carried  out,  as 


I am  of  a firm  opinion  that  all  must  now  begin  to  realise  that 
a combination  of  producer  with  Consumer  must  be  effected  before 
that  utopian  state  of  Health  for  which  we  all  more  or  less  aim, 
can  be  realized  , and  to  attain  which  all  must  bear  in  mind  the 
old  proverb  "Prevention  is  better  than  cure”.
